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Nixon Gets

“We are going to have an 
adequate supply to meet our 
petroleum needs,” Simon said 
in an interview on the CBS 
Morning 
News, 
‘With 
higher 
prices, 
people 
are 
going 
to 
continue to abide by conserva­ 
tion measures.” 
Simon 
said 
he 
believed 
gasoline prices, now averaging 
more than 50 cents a gallon, 
will rise when Arab oil begins 
arriving on the market soon, 
but 
said 
he 
believed 
the 
average 
price 
would 
remain 
under 60 cents. 
“The President’s statements 
destroy 
public 
incentives 
to 
cooperate 
with 
conservation 
measures 
and 
encourage 
in­ 
creased consumption of scarce 
fuels,” Jackson said. 
He 
said the 
nation 
should 
have 
an 
immediate 
post­ 
embargo policy which we must 
adopt that “ should provide for 
even greater conservation, fur­ 
ther reduction, of unnecessary 
energy consumption and for the 
building up of our inventories, 
so that we are in the best 
possible strategic supply posi­ 
tion 
to 
weather 
any 
future 
shortages,”

recent months. He pointed out 
that hundreds of people in the

Wheat Crop 
Benefits From 
Late Snow 


WEST 
LAFAYETTE, 
Ind. 
(UPI) — .An expert at Purdue 
University said Monday that the 
snow which fell over most of In­ 
diana Saturday may have kept 
the state’s winter wheat crop 
from severe damage. 
Ellsworth Christmas, Purdue 
extension agronomist, said t h e 
crop had been injured but the 
extent of freeze damage h a d 
not yet been determined. 
“ However, as a result of re­ 
cord low night time tem pera­ 
tures 
Saturday 
and 
Sunday, 
wheat may begin to show symp­ 
toms of cold or freeze injury in 
the next few days,” Christmas 
said. 
‘Saturday’s snow falling over 
most of the state may have fur­ 
nished sufficient insulation to 
minimize the damage. 
“Farmers may identify the in­ 
jury by yellowing and browning 
of wheat leaves, if w a r m e r 
weather earlier had caused elon­ 
gation of the prim ary tiller—big 
stem—injury may be also seen 
there.” 
But Christmas said if the in­ 
jury is no more severe than 
yellowing or browning, there will 
be little effect on yield. 
Christmas said the Arthur 71 
and Abe varieties, the princi­ 
pal varieties of wheat grown in 
Indiana, had great tillering abil- 
ty and even though the primary 
teller may have been lost the 
plants will compensate by pro­ 
ducing additional shoots.
